Wilfrid Laurier, dated Sept. Ith: 
“Nine hundred Hindus arriving  to- 
day on steamer Monteagle. Neither 
accommodations nor employment for 
them, nor is it possible to house them 
under sanitary conditions. Shall we 
house them in drill hall &t Dominion 
government’s expense? 
“(Signed) BETHUNE, Mayor,” 

To this message the premier this 
afternoon sent the following reply: “T 
have your telegram asking permission 
to house in drill shed at government's 
expense nine hundred Hindus landed 
yosterday morning. I would under- 
stand from such a request that these 
Hindus are paupers, therefore liable 
to deportation. ‘The Minister of the 
Interior will send to-morrow morning 
an officer to deal with the matter. 
“(Signed) SIR-WILFRID LAURIER.”

SERIOUS FIRE 
IN WINNIPEG 


Tees & Persse Warehouse With Con- 
tents Worth Thousands of Dollars 
Partially Destroyed.

Winnipeg, Sept 14.—One of the most 
serious fires whie have occurred in 
the city for-several months broke out 
between two and three o'clock this 
morning at the warehouse of Tees & 
Persee. The fire was confined to the 
back of a large warehouse which is 


almost new, having been completed 
only 


some eighteen months ago. 
Ladders were at onee pushed up 
ugainst the back of the warehouse 
and many firemen climbed the fire 
escape ladder with axes and lamps. 
Windows and doors were opened 
with commendable despatch and 
volumes of smoke at once emerged 
from these openings. Adjoining the 
warehouse is a livery stable contain- 
ing forty horses, and its safety was 
some little time in anxiety as to ie 
extent of the fire, especially as some 
horses began to neigh. Damage by 
fire was confined mainly tosthe first 
and second floors, where many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of spirits, 
mineral waters, yeast, etc,, are stored 
On other floors a good deal of dam- 
age will be found to have been done 
by smoke and water. It was clear at 
an early hour this morning that 
considerable damage had been done 
to-tte stock of cigars which the 
warehouse contained.

ROYAL CHAPEL 
AT HOLYROOD 


Prominent Scotsmen Seek to Have 
it Restored. $200,000 For This 
Purpose. 


London, Sept. 13.—The celebrated 
chapel royal of Holyrood Palace, 
which has had very great interest for 
visitors in Scotland, is likely to be 
the subject of a curious action in the 
Edinburgh law courts. 

The late Kari of Leven, who was 
Lord High'Commissioner for Scotland, 
and, in that capacity, raised in Holy- 
rood Palace, long cherished a scheme 
of restoring the chapel royal, and on 
his death it was found that he had 
bequeathed £40,000 to be applied to 
thut purpose. Royal permission was 
requisite before the wo'k could be 
undertaekn, and Lord Leven directed 
his trustees to apply for such per- 
mission on condition that Thomas 
Ross, a well known authority on 
mediaeval architecture, hould be em- 
ployed as architect to superintend 
the work. Queen Victoria 
her assent to anything being done 
in the way of repairing or resioring 
the chapel, but it later came to be 
understood that King Edward might 
give the necessary warrant, 

The St. Andrew Society, a body 
which seeks to preserve Scottish monu- 
ments, has begun to move in the mat- 
ter, and is taking steps to induce the

Woman Doctor From Grenfell’s 
Hospital Gives Assistance. 


North Sydney, Sept. 13-—What came 
near resulting in one of the worst ac- 
cidents ever happening on the Reid 
Newfoundland railway, occurred last 
Tuesday afternoon at 5.45. Fortunate- 
ly only one man, the fireman on the 
locomotive ,was injured, and he will 
likely die. 

The accident occurred while a train, 
composed of baggage, two second ciass 
and three first class coaches, was 
whirling along at high speed around 
a sharp curve at a place called Cook's 
Brook, 15 miles from Bay of Islands. 
On the right hand side a steep 15 foot 
embankment runs the length of the 
curve, While on the other side a slight 
declivity extends part of the way. 
When the engine reached the end of 
the turn the rails parted throwing the 
locomotive on the side of the track, 
overturning the tender, and causing 
the crowded second class cars to leave 
the rails, as well as the forward part 
of the diner, leaving the first class 
coaches safe, Had not the last second 
class car jumped the rails to the left 
the first class cars would have been 
precipitated over the highest part of 
the steep embankment below, which 
would surely have brought death to 
the occupants. 

The engine and mostly all the see- 
ond class cars and baggage coaches 
are destroyed, and not a few of the 
passengers sustained slight injuries, 
Fortunately, Dr. D. Whittington, the

RELEASE OF CONVICTS.

GIGANTIC PLACER 


DEAL IN DAWSON 


Between Three and Four Hundred 
Claims on Dominion Creek Bought 
by California Syndicate. 


Dawson, Sept. 13—One of the most 
gigantic placer deals in the history of 
the world was made here, when 
200 mining claims on Dominion Creek 
were purchased by corporate interests. 
Records of the transfers have been 
filed in the gold commisioner’s office 
in Dawson, . 

It is understood that all the paying 
portions of Dominion Creck will be 
taken over, aggregating perhaps 350 
to 400 claims. Frank W. Morrison, 
as trustee, has acquired 125 of the 
claims, and Peter Rost has secured 
the remainder, The new owner is a 
rich California company. 

The ground just bought on Domin- 
ion Creek extends from number ten 
above Upper Discovery to 223 below 
Lower Discovery, a distance of twenty 
miles, Dominion is the lonzest pay- 
ing creek in the Klondike camp and 
has yielded many fortunes. It is the 
richest stream on the Indian side of 
the high divide, and the first, stream 
on that side to be bopght by the big 
corporation. Grmvilp eamp, which 
comprises the lower ®w miles of Do- 
minion Creek, has been purchased re- 
cently, presumably for the Morrison 
people. Indian River is thirty miles 
long, and also is the extension of Do- 
minion, which is staked from end to 
end. Gold Run Sulphur, Eureka, 
Quartz and other rich creeks have 
been organized to a large extent, and 
also may be bought.

SMUGGLED SILK IN CAGES.

THE LUSITANIA’S 
WONDERFUL RUN 


On a Five Day Schedule Giant Liner 
Was Only 54 Minutes 
Late. 


New York, Sept. 13.—No ship could 
move with more stateliness than did 
the mighty Cunader, Lusitania, as 
she came into port through the Am- 
brose channel, revealing herself from 
the mists seaward to the watchers 
in floating things at and near quarat- 
tine line. She came into view slowly 
as if she were just being fashioned 
out of the vapor that seemed for a 
moment to be a part of her. 

The big ship did” some notable 
stunts in the trip. She finished 
officially at 8.05 o’clock today abeam 
of Sandy Point lightshtp. She beat 
the record of the famous old clipper 
Dreadnaught between Sandy Hook 
and Queenstown by about four days 
and sixteen hours. She incidentally 
knocked out all records of steam or 
sail for maiden voyages. Also she 
made the quickest time ever made 
between a European port and Sandy 
Hook. She also beat the best pre- 
vious run between Queenstown, 0! 
more accurately Daunth Rock, and 
the light veseel of the Hook, made 
by the Lucania in October, 1494, of 
5 days 7 hours 23 minutes, 

The best thing she did from the 
viewpoint of the line was to prove 
that a Cunard tarbine, even though 
she had many inexperienced stokere, 
could plan. a trip of exactly five days 
from beginning to the finish of an 
ocean race track, and fulfil the sehe- 
dule within a mere matter of fifty- 
four minutes.

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ENGINEER SAVES 
SPOKANE FLIER 


Presence of Mind of C.P.R. Engineer 
Averts an Awful Disaster in 
Mountains. 


Calgary, Sept. 13—A terrible calam- 
ily was narrowly averted on Wednes. 
day afternoon when the Spokane flyer 
by the plucky action of a C. P, R. 
engineer, was stopped in time to save 
it from hitting a rock slide and tumb- 
ling down a cliff thirty feet into the 
Moyie lake below, 

The scene of the slide is just cast 
of Moyle station on the Crow's Nest 
line, where there is a long tunnel 
through a rock, the road bed skirt- 
ing the lake shore, some thirty feet 
above the water. 

At 2 p.m. on Wednesday afternoon 
the eastbound pulled up just weat of 
the tunnel, taking the siding to let 
the flyer pass 

While waiting the engineer alighted 
amd walked ahead to see if the flyer 
was coming, and on peering through 
the tunnel he saw a large obstruction 
ahead, 

He immediately ran through the 
tunnel and reached the obstruction 
just in time to flag the flyer, which 
in another minute or so would, have 
rounded the curve and met with a 
terrible disaster. 

F. W. Mapson, the well known real 
estate man of this city was on board 
the eastbound train, and stated that 
it was the most miraculous escape he 
had ever seen. The large boulder 
which fell on the track was estimated 
to measure 700 cwoie feet, and weigh- 
ed many tons, In falling it had twist. 
ed the heavy steel rails and torn a big

THE ANTI-ASIATIC QUESTION. 


Editar Bulletin, 


Sir,—-In your issue of September 9 
it is reported that the Edmonton 
Trades and Labor Council have adopt 
ed a resolution protesting against the 
admittance of Japanese and Chinese 
laborers into British Columbia, and 
copies of this resolution will be for- 
warded to Victoria and Ottawa. 


One might imagine from hearing 
these axe-to-grind unions talk of ‘the 
Chinese Invasion,” that Canada was 
about to be converted into a depend- 
eney of the Chinese Empire They 
quite overlook the fact that this im- 
migration of Asiatics into the British 
Colonies was at the express request 
and urgency of the British Govern- 
ment, and that in the case of the 
Chinese it was contrary to the tradi 
tions and policy of their Empire and 
against the wishes of their govern- 
ment, 


Hitherto, we have sung of our coun- 
try that—

We have taught them some devilish 
tricks, such as slaughtering men in 
bunches, and we wonder, too, that 
they call ont in reply “China for the 
Chinese, and death to all Christians.” 
There are some of us who ste logia 
in their reprisals, Rest assured, the 
outrage which was perpetrated in Van- 
couver upon these etrangers within 
our gates Will yet have to be an- 
ewered, 

We do not deny that Chinese immi- 
gration might be overdone in the fu- 
ture, just as it might from Russia, 
Italy, or Persia, but future  parlia- 
ments could deal with the ev!l should 
it arise better than one which would, 
at this juncture, deal with it through 
the medium of a surmise. : 

It is difficult to say how many im- 
migrants would coiistitute a superflu- 
ity. It is not a question that be set- 
tled by the least common multiple or 
the greatest commen measure, but a‘ 
present, when our country is so spurse- 
ly populated, it is a grave error in 
statesmanship to exclude any law- 
abiding worker save for reason moral, 
financial and sanitary. 

It would seem that the most serious 
offence urged against the Asiatics ts 
that they are economic marplots who 
send their wages to China, Japan, or 
India, 

Now, while they may carry their 
dollars ont of Canada, it is manifest 
that they cannot take the result of 
their labors away. The road is built, 
the land cleared or the fish netted 
And we cou'd do even better, and 
keep the major portion of the money 
here, too, if our legislation did not, 
foolishly persist in making the Chin- 
ese perpetual aliens by excluding their 
families. Statistics show that there 
are 200 Chinese women in America to 
every 15,000 men, If the Chinese were 
allowed to live here as settlers, we 
would soon find them as good as the 
best for the development of our re- 
sources and the building up of our 
great nation, It is possible for aman 
to have a yellow skin and be a Cana- 
dian, 

Yes, it 4 even possible for a China- 
man to develop a first rate patriot- 
ism. There is little fear, either, that 
he will orientalize Canada for he has 
too much to learn from us. Hitherto, 
we have debauched him by selfishly 
sucking his blood and brains by keep- 
ing him a mere hewer of wood and 
drawer of water. We amake him a 
laborer and nothing more, We tell 
him if his stomach be full, it matters 
nothing about his affections or intel- 
lect, Is it to be wondered then, that 
this man is at once an exile and an 
alien, and looks forward to the day 
when he can shake our snow from off 
his feet, and face westward to the Far 
Kast? 

But the Chinese do not differ so 
greatly from the trading portion of 
mankind in respect to taking their 
earnings home. Many of the mer- 
chants in Victoria—and even the Hon- 
orable Governor and Company of Ad- 
venturers’ Trading into Hudson’s Bay 

-expect to take their wealth back to 
England, In faet, our own Canadians 
who are dealing in bales of silk or 
chests of tea in Hong Kong or Shang- 
hai will of a surety carry their wealth 
to this country. Nor do we blame 
them, for all must concur in the prin- 
ciple that any man who earns — hjs 
money honestly has a right to carry 
it whither he pleases—except only the 
Asiatics. 

And the part the Chinese have tak- 
en in developing British Columbia 
must not be forgotten, That province 
had no railway, and it was isolated 
from the life and commerce of the, 
east. She could not possibly develop 
without a transcontinental line, and 
so the Chinaman was brought in to 
perform the tremendous task, The 
time produced the man. He came 
here without capital or economic or- 
ganization, without even the bald pro- 
tection of law, order or decency, and 
was at once made the target for sharp 
and miscellaneous missiles. In spite 
of these discouragements, John China- 
man has proven himself to be a man 
of oth brain and horsepower. As a 
railway navvy this saffron-faced edst- 
erner has no superior phiegmatic to 
pain, he reclaimed swamps and grad- 
ed roads that would have eaten the 
Ife out of the ‘“Melican man.” His 
physical vitality, patience, and—cal- 
lousness of nerve enable him to work 
in heat that would please a lizard, or 
in cold that would trouble a polar 
bear, 

The development of the coal indus- 
try in British Columbia is largely due 
to the Chinaman’s labor. Without the 
aid of his hands, the salmon canner- 
ies which accumulate and distribute 
wealth that aggregates millions year- 


‘Vly, would not have succeeded. 


Some of the objections urged by the 
labor unions against the Chinaman 
are that he lives principally on tice, 
but when we consider that rice costs 
$6 per hundred Ibs. and wheat flour 
only $2.50, it will be seen that the ob- 
jection is futile and absurd, . 

It is urged, too, that he keeps opiuim 
joints, and is a gambler, I shall plead 
guilty for him to these counts. Both 
are proven, but the opium joints are 
no sorer spots jin our communities 
than the saloons, The charge of ruf- 
fianism cannot be substantiated, for a 
careful examination of the police re 
cords of any city in America will show 
a smaller percentage of disorder 
ameoug Chinese residents than among 
any other foreign nationality, 

‘True, some of them are bad subjects 
who have left their country for their 
country’s good, and some of them 
gamble and have women of ill fame 
and all that sort of thing, the same 
as white folk do, but to say that all 
are scoundrels is an absurd charge, 
which partakes of the character i in- 
vective rather than of logical deduc- 
tica. It is unjust to judge them by 
an ideal standard, and not by the doe- 
trine of averages, Those missionaries 
who work among them contend that 
petty larceny and a shrewdness of de- 
fending themselves are their most 
The Chinese hold 
to the oriental philosophy that sin

The Chinaman is not a cheap laborer? 
Just try to engage him, if you would 
learn this. In most cases, the corn- 
plainants are greedy idlers who are 
sitting at the bottom of the hill look- 
ing for an easy ride. These re the 
men you will hear quoting: “A white 
man to eat with, a red man to hunt 
with, and a yellow man to kick.” 
There is no oceasion for any industri- 
ous white man—trade unionist or oth- 
er—to whimper over a lack of work in 
Canada when there is a whole contin- 
ent at his feet to be had for the ask- 


ing. It must also be noted in this 
connection that those who grumble 
most about Chinese labor and “the 


yellow agony,” aré the first to employ 
it when they take a contract: them- 
selves, 

There are some few of us in Canada 
who think that the anti-Chinese clam- 
or arises from the fact that the can- 
servative oriental, with his immobile, 
taciturn face is too smart for us. He! 
beats us everywhere he gets a foot-| 
hold. If he were lazy, disorderly and 
extravagant, he would not be such a 
iormidable competitor in the labor 
market, He has no blue Mondays or 
Saint Sundays, nor does he drink him- 
self into a nuisance, He pays his | 
debts promptly, lives up to his con. | 
tracts, and weighs goods at sixteen} 
ounces to the pound, 

The Chinese are a strong race phy-| 
sically. They are a strong race intel-| 
lectually. Most of them can read and | 
write in their own language, for com- 
pulsory education is oné of their in-| 
stitutions, To sum the whole matter 
up, it is the Chinaman’s virtues we | 
are afraid of, rather than his vices. 

Neither is it consixient on the part 
of our laborers who demand so much | 
from capitalists, to refuse, in theil 
turn, any favor to the Chinese labor- 
er. In refusing the Chinaman either 
the opportunity to work or to have 
civil rights, the trades unions of Ed- | 
monton are taking the arrogant and | 
impossible position of feudalists, and} 
ate false to the caste-levelling pre-| 
cepts of socialism, upon which their | 
organization is Based. 

These men differ from Anglo-Saxons | 
but our common traits lie deeper than | 
color, trade, caste‘ or politics in the 
depths of a common humanity. Viol- 
ence and recrimination are to be d 
plored, in dealing with this so-called 
“Yellow Peril,’’ and it would be well 
for all of us to recall once more the 
poet’s lines: 

“The laws of changeless justice bind 
Oppressor and oppressed; 
And close as sin and suffering joined 
We march to fate abreast.”

“NEW PACKING PLANT 


freing Erected by J. y Griffin Co, in North End of City, Delayed for Lack 
of Gravel. New Industry Will be One of Most Important in Pro- 


vince. ModernjEquipment. 


Kill.ng Capacity Will be 


5,000 Cattle, 3,000 ee and 1,500 Sheep Daily. 


Work on the big ‘packing plant, 
which is being erected at the north- 
east end of the city by the J. Y. 
Griffin Co., to carry on a modern 
mammoth dressed meat industry, 
packing and canning factory, is 
under way and considtrable constftuc- 
tion work has been doné.. The work, 
however, has progressed slowly dur- 
ing the last month on account of the 
unuseal = difficulty encountered | in 

taining gravel from the bed of the 

skatchewan river. The water in 
the Saskatchewan River has been so 
Tigh all season that the splendid 
avel bars, for which it is famous, 
ve been kept completely submerged 
ng the greater part of the season, 
agin th it impossible to load direct- 
ly into the wagon and increasing the 
difficulty of raising the gravel by 
dredges. The gravel, which is re- 
quired in great quantities for the 
cement footings and walls of the 
basement, is obtained from the Sask- 
atchewan and is being shipped to the 
building sité im carloads. 

The May-Sharpe Constracticn Ccm- 
pony have the contract for putting in 
the cement and erecting the brick 
walls. The company have a gang of 
men large enough to use three car- 
loads of gravel a day, but are some- 
times unable to obtain this quantity 
in a week, 

Pillar Footings Laid. 


At present, however, the footings 


for the pillars have been laid, and the 


casings for the cement foundation 
walls are in position, A gang of 
men are busy mixing mortar and an 
immense pile of it has been already 
prepared. Nearly a million — bricks 
are on the ground, besides many thou- 
Bands of feet of lumber and building 
timber 

Mr. F. A. Yoakum, who has charge 
of af? the work except the masonry, 
and who exercises a general super- 
vision of the whole work of construe- 
dion, has commenced the erection of 
the interior structure as far as 
work. can be done until the walls are 
erected. Work on the cement and 
brick will be commenced on Monday

It was expected that the building 
would be completed at the end of the 
present year. From the present out- 
look this is impossible, but an at- 
tempt will be made to get the roof on 
this fall, so the the interior work may 
be carried on all winter, in order to 
begin operations next summer, 

Extensive Equipment. 

The extent of the packing plant in 
eapacity and equipment is such as is 
calculated to mark it as one of the 
most important industrial concerns in 
Western Canada. The building will 
be seven stéreys high, with a capa- 
city in the cooling rooins for storing 
the carcases Of 5,000 cattle, 3,000 
hogs and 1,500 sheep, 
svected to be the daily output when 
the plant is established on 4 regular 
und full working basis. 


The J. Y. Gxfin Company have 
commenced- buying hogs now, and 


have established a shipping yard close 
to the plant, which is served by a 
spur line from the C.N.R.. The eom- 
pany keep a buyer on the ground all 
ithe time and hogs are taken in every 
day and shipped to Winnipeg as soon 
as a carload is edllected. 

The building, which is 163 feet by 
123 feet, will be built after the best 
packing houses in Chieago and Kan- 
sas City. There are two main divi- 
sions, namely, the cooling division 
and the manufacturing division which 
are separated by a 29 inch solid brick 
wall, 

The cooling division will have seven 
floors. The floors throughout the en- 
tire building will be overlaid with aa- 
phalt, A peculiar feature of the floors 
is that they are built in undulations 


with 1-4 inch piteh to the foot. Be- 
tween each undulation a bell trap 
lending to a eatch basin and thence 


to the sewer will be situated, The 


bell trap prevents any odor or gas 
from returning from the sewer into 
the building, 


“The place will be kept absolutely 
clean,” said Mr. Yoakup. “We will 
have a complete staff of men continu. 


ally serubbing with hot water and 
bal soda. A packing house must be 
clean, or it is nothing, 


The walls of the building are doub- 
ly insulated to secure cold storage. On 
the ‘brick wall is laid four inches of 
eork, tnen plaster, and then an 18- 
inch air space is left which will be 
called the hot air duct, because when 
the great number of freshly killed 
carcasses will be taken into the cool 
ing room the animal heat will be con- 
ducted: by this air space to the top 
of the room, where it will circulate 
around immense brine and ammonia 
pipes and cooled to 34 degrees Fahren- 
heit, just to keep the beef from freez- 
ing. 

The sixth floor of the. cooling divi- 
sion is on ‘a level with the killing 
floor of the manufacturing division. 
The animals to be slaughtered will be 
driven up @ gangway to the top storey 
where they are killed and immediately 
wheeled into the cooling room, This 
room will be divided into three parts, 
one for beef kept at a constant tem- 
perature of 34 degrees Fahrenheit, one 
for hogs at 28 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
the third for sheep at 33 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 

The fifth floor of the eooling divi- 
sion will be used for the preparation 
of the by-products of beef and pork, 
and the curing process. The floors 
below the fourth, third and second 
will be used for freezing and storing 
The various floors in the manufactur- 
ing seetion will be used for the man- 
ufacture of the products that are cool- 
ed and stored in respective floors of 
the cooling section, 

A section in the basement is set 
apart for the smoke rooms. This por- 
tion is made absolutely fireproof with 
steel and cement,

The building in Edmonton has been 
planned along the lines of sister asso-

New York, Sept. 13.—Instruction 


vertical writing, which for the last few 


years has been the rule in the publie 


schools of New York, is to be superceded 
at the opening of the tali term next 
Monday, by practice of the free arm 
style of chivography. 

In many of the schools last year ex- 
periments were made in the ouw style, 
Which is said to result in a bold run- 
ning handwriting witn the letters well 
spaced, The trials were so successful 
that the experiment will be extended to 
every class room in the- city. 

Dr. William H. Maxwell, the city su- 
perintendent of schools, has been dis- 
satisfied with the writing of the pupils 
but now there is the beginnng of a new 
era. ‘The campaign in favor of the free 
arm system was undertaken after con- 
ferences with practical business men whe 
are always in seareh of clerks who can 
write legibly and without showing fa- 
tigue. 

‘This free arm system,”’ Dr. Maxwell 
said yesterday, “is wiueiy different from 
the old methods and it has done away 
vith copybooks for good. The entire 
arm is made to move and no movement 
of the fingers ix perceptible, In fact, 
the old copybook method has entirely 
disappeared and even the fine moral pre- 
cepts were inculcated are things of the 
past, for various’ exercises are given in 
forms and letters, and after that the pu- 
pils are taught to write rapidly from 
dictation, The typewriter machine has 
done much to cause handwriting to de- 
teriorate, although it is a mistake to 
think that it is no longer necesary to 
write well.

DANGER FROM SPIKES. 


The agitation caused by numerous in- 
juries to baseball players this year 
through contact with the spikes worn 
on their shoes by opponents has led 
to the promise of a reformation in the 
matter before unother season. A leading 
sporting goods manufacturing company 
already has its experts experimenting 
with some less dangerous substitute for 
the knife-like spikes which players now 
wear to enable them to keep their feet 
and stop or start in any position instant- 
ly. The experts claim it will be impos- 
sible to replace the spikes with leather 
cleats, such as football playerswear be- 
cause the baseball player needs to be 
able to start or stop quickly, both for- 
ward and sideways, while the football 
player only has to get a quick start for- 
ward as a rule, his sideways stop being 
wholly in the way of dbdging while run- 
ning straight ahead. Experimenting with 
cleats placed on the shoes in the same 
form as the present spikes indicates the 
cleats will break over quickly and_ be- 
come useless. Efforts now are being 
made to produce a blunt rounded spike 
which will have all the merits of the 
present knife blade spike without its 
dangers. It is believed a spike can be 
made which will cut through the turf 
readily and still not cut anopponent’s 
foot or arm. The principle involved is 
the same as that in a paper cutter, 
for instance, the edge of which cuts the 
leaves of a book or magazine cleanly, but 
_ will not ent like a knife, although the 
actual edge itself seems to be nearly as 
sharp. The constant wearing of such 
spikes may cause them to become sharp 
through steady grinding into the dirt, 
hut in such cases the compulsory substi- 
tution of new spikes for the worn ones 
will remedy the evil, it is thought. Spec- 
tators may be treated next year to the 
spectacle of players passing the umpire 
and holding up their feet for examina- 
tion before each game, just as is the case 
in the roller polo, But whatever the 
means, it is believed some relief will be 
found from the dangers arising from the 
murderous spikes which the majority of 
players wear constantly, Club owners, 
manufacturers and the majority of play- 
ers demand a change and the only ob

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INTRICACIES 0 
STANDARD TIME 


Daily Transmission of Time) Signals 
Over the C.P.R., by W.J. Camp, 
Electrical Engineer. 


__A vital necessity in the safe and 
éfficient handling of trains is that all 
clocks and watches must indicate uni- 
form time, Many. serious accidents 
have resulted froma difference be- 
tween ‘the timepieces of two em- 
ployees, and during the. past few years 
most of the railWay companies on this 
eontinent have spent a great deal’ of 
money toward securing uniformity 
throughout their systems. 

The ©. P. R. management, recognizing 
the great importance of a uniform time 
system, has established a Time Service 
Department under the supervision of Mr. 
J. J. F. Houghton, to whom I am in- 
debted for a large part of the matter 
contained in this paper. The daily 
transmission of time signals is looked 
after by the telegraph department, and 
the following description of the method 
may be of interest. On account of the 
very long circuits worked, it has been 
fuund best to transmit the signals by 
hand. At 11.58.50 the preliminary cau- 
tion “BK time’’ is given by Montreal on 
all duplexes and half quads over which 
it is desired to send the signals, as a 
warning to the various repeater offices 
tocut in their combinations. The sin- 
gle wires are then cut in at Montreal 
and other points are switched on, and a 
second warning of “time” is given, then 
single beats are made corresponding to 
the swing of the main clock pendulum, 
by alternately closing and opening the 
circuit each secorid; the beats are there- 
fore one second in length. These are 
centinued until 11.54.50, when the circuit 
is left open for ten second’, At exactly 
11.55.00 a long double beat is given and 
continued each alternate second until 
11.55.50, when another pause of 10 sec- 
onds is made at 11.56.00 a double beat 
completes the transmission. 

The repeater arrangements at Mon- 
treal Consist of five relays of 75 ohms, 
each connected up in series with an ordi- 
nary Morse key in a pony circuit. The 
The lead from the local dynamo to the 
desired duplex and quad tables passes 
through the contact points of one relay. 
By means of the loop switch any duplex 
or half quad can be thrown into the 
combination, The positive and negative 
130 and 200-volt dynamo !eads pass 
through the contact points of the other 
four relays to the various single wires —a 
by-path is provided so that any leased 
or other wires over which “time” is not 
to be sent can be switched out of the 
combination, 

The sparking at the relay contact 
points is almost nil, but sheuld it be- 
come too great by adding more circuits 
a small condenser would reduce it. A 
similar arrangement is used at all re- 
peater offices where storage or dynamo 
current is employed, the pony cireuit 
being worked by the »elay on one of the 
incoming circuits. At points where a 
repeater office is equipped with gravity 
battery, there is seldom more than one 
or two side lines to connect up for time 
and in these cases an ordinary relay is 
employed for each df such lines, 

The Combinations. 

at the various repeater offices are made 
up at 11,30 or even earlier, but the pony | 
circuits held closed by a button switch 
until the worning signal is received from 
Monrteal, when it is only a moment's 
work to turn the switch and throw into 
the “time” circuit all wires on which it 
is desired that the sgnals be sent. 

Cc, P. R. time is regularly forwarded 
to Fanning and other islands in the Pa- 
cifie ocean, and to Bermuda, Jamaica, 
and the Azores Islands in the Aalantic. 
Officers on vessels of the British navy 
frequently check their chronometers with 
this time at Vancouver, B.C., and Hali- 
fax, N.S., and of the German,.navy at 
the Azores. 

A few words as to the accuracy of the 
time may be mentioned here, Some 
years ago a long series of observations 
were carried on by astronomers of Can- 
ada and Great Britain, and signals ex- | 
changed over the C. P. R, wire and Com- 
mercial Cable Co. cables, An astronomer 
was located at Montreal, one at Canso, 
one at Waterville, Ireland, and one at 
Greenwieh, England. Each astronomer 
was stationed at each of the points nam- 
ed in turn, in order toeliminate the per- 
ronal error, Signals were exchanged in 
each direction, giving the transit of var- 
ious stars over the meridian. Finally 
the land lines and cables were connected 
through repeaters and signals exchaaged 
both ways direct between MeGill obser- 
vatory, Montreal and Greenwich, as a 
check of the preceding results, From 
these observations was obtained the true

clock at the observatory, which in turn 
is frequently checked up by observations 
of the stars. We have on several occa- 
sions noticed that the “time” given over 
the U. 8S. railway lines has been as much 
‘us three seconds in error. We are sat- 
isfied that our own standard was right 
from the fact that the reports from the 
various comparison clocks on the system 
showed a uniform variation while the 
signals comng in over the “New York 
Central Katlroad were jumped two or 
taree seconds in one day coming prac- 
tically into unison with McGill. 

Comparson clocks (Nos, 17 or 18 regula- 
tor) are located at all divisional points. 
At all comparison stations a daily re- 
cord is kept of the clock variations and 
a report sent to the chief inspector at 
the end of each month. ‘This report 
shows the seconds fast or slow and when 
the clock is wound, set or regulated. 
Kech month these reports are checked 
up and the average weekly rating ascer- 
tained, from which a statement is com- 
piled and a copy sent to each master me- 
chanic, superintendent, general superin- 
tendent, the vice-president and general 
manager, ‘he time inspector visits ev- 
ery station from one to three times per 
year and checks up the handling of re- 
cords, All way stations are supplied 
with a standard telegraph clock; varia- 
tions are recorded daily in same manner 
as comparison clocks. 

Watch Inspectors 

are located at all divisional points, They 
are practical watchmakers doing a regu- 
lar businesewith the general public, It 
is their duty to see that all trainmasters 
road foremen of locomotives, locomotive 
foremen, roadmasters, bridge and build- 
Ing masters, engineers, firemen, conduc- 
tors, train baggagemen, brakemen, yara- 
masters and yard foremen carry watches 
up to the required standard and that the 
watches are regulariy cleaned. For thi 
purpose the inspectors are advised by 
the proper official of the railway of all 
changes in. the ste of the employees 
mentioned, 

The minimum standard of excellence 
adopted is a grade known among Amer- 
ican movements as 17-jeweled, double- 
teuller escapement, Brequet bairspring 
patent regulator, adjusted to temperature 
isochronism and at least five positions, 
and corresponding to Waltham, Apple- 
ton-Tracy and Co, “nickel premier”; 
Ball, “official standard” 16 and 18 size;

most every one of these watches has 
been removed from the service, 

Kmployees required to carry standard 
watches submit them for half-yearly in- 
spection to the time inspector of their 
divisons, and 

Receive a Certificate 

that they are satisfactory, a copy of 
which is forwarded to his superior otticer 
and duplicate to the chief time nspector 
in addtion to the half-yedrly mspection 
employees must submit their watches to 
the inspectors for comparison with stan- 
dard time within the first and third 
weeks each month, and the inspectors 
keep a record of the rating. Failing to 
make such comparison the empleyee is 
not eligible tor duty without an order 
from his superintendent, No charge 1s 
made for these comparisons, Cards tor 
keeping record of these ratings must be 
carried on the person subject to Inspec- 
tion on demand of a superior ofticer. Wm- 
ployees must not set or regulate their 
own watches unless a watch stops 
through neglect to wind it. Watches 
must be cleaned at least once in 
months, The rate card must be filled 
in in the presence of the employe, who 
ix required to initial the corresponding 
entry in the inspector’s raéing book. 
When a watch is repaired and cleaned 
by other than an inspector, it must be 
submitted to the inspector for approval 
before being used in the service. When 
left with an inspector for cleaning or re- 
pairs, a standard watch will be loaned 
to the employee free of charge until his 
own is returned to him, 

Inspectors re required to have a thor- 
oughly accurate seconds pendulum clock 
and must ascerthin the error thereof to

AN INTERESTING RELIC. 


W. I. Craits, who is a curio collec- 
tor, recently received an interesting 
relic from Capt. K, J, Fader, of Van- 
couver, in the form of a battered piece 
of oak, which was a part of the hull 
ot the “Beaver,” the first steamer io 
turn a wheelonthe Pacific coast, and 
which nineteen years ago yesterday 
was wrecked in the harbor of Victoria, 
The wreck of this steamer will be re 
membered by many westerners. The 
“Beaver” was built in England in 
1838 and the same year sailed round 
the Horn to Victoria. Her engine and 
boilers were shipped out the same 
year in a Hudson's Bay Company 
ship, aud installed at Victoria. The 
“Beaver’’ was owned by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. When she was wrecked early 
in the morning of September 12, 1888, 
her distress signals were heard by the 
steamer ‘“‘Muriel,” captained by E. J. 
“ader, who came to her assistance 
In the effort to get her off the rock 
the ‘‘Murtel’”’ broke her tow line sev- 
eral times, and sprung her tow bits, 
She was then forced to abandon the 
attenipt, and after the crew was taken 
off, the captain remaining aboard un- 
til morning, the ill-fated ‘‘Beaver”’ 
was left pounding the shoal, Several 
attempts were later made to raise the 
‘‘Beaver,’’ but unsuccessfully, and she 
|finally broke up and settled down in 
deeper water,
